AIF activity has once again remained low with a continued concentration of activity on 
the western routes towards ABU GHRAIB. Additionally there was a continued 
concentration of IED activity along M SR TAMPA. There were IDF attacks throughout 
the region with one on the IZ. 

Most attacks were focused upon ASR MICHIGAN and ASR VERNON. Attacks 
consisted of a hand grenade on ASR MICHIGAN in Zone 35, an LED cleared on ASR 
VERNON in Zone 33N, an IED strike on ASR MICHIGAN in Zone 59 and a SAF attack 
in Zone 33N on ASR SWORD. There were a further two SAF attacks in Zone 54 on 
ASR VERNON which was followed later by an IED/SAF attack on the same route in 
Zone 28. 



In the north there was one IED attack on MSR TAMPA in Zone 94. 

An increase in activity is likely over the next 24hrs. Attacks against security forces, 
consisting of car bombs, IEDs and SAF, are expected to concentrate along the entire 
length of MSR TAMPA and on routes in the BAGHDAD/ABU GHRAIB corridor. IDF 




































attacks against FOBs are also expected to continue throughout the region. Routes 
SENATORS, PREDATORS and REDWINGS in the south of the city should also 
considered high threat at this time. EFP attacks can be expected in the area around the 
ASR SWORD/VERNON intersection and in the area around Routes PLUTO and 
BREWERS in the east of the city.

Activity remains at low levels. Activity is focussed on the south eastern section of MSR 
TAMPA IVO AD DUJAYL and for the second consecutive day, incidents are low IVO 
urban areas further north. The stretch of MSR TAMPA near SAMARRA experienced 
only one IED find. A possible reason for the reduction in enemy activity near 
SAMARRA is the recent erection of high berms around the city with only a few ECPs. 
Unconfirmed reporting indicates that AIF cells may have fled the city of SAMARRA 
prior to the emplacement of the berms. BUCKMASTER reported no activity.

IED discovery outpaced IED detonations for the first time in weeks, indicating either an 
improvement in MNFI counter-IED operations or a disruption in IED cells. An incident 
involving the use of an improvised hand grenade or hand-held IED was reported, and the 





































attack, which targeted a local civilian lawyer in the city of TIKRIT, follows historical 
attack patterns with improvised hand grenade targeting civilian or ISF rather than MNFI 
targets. IEDs continue to be the preferred method of attack, with IED activity 
constituting 85% of all attacks in the TIKRIT area of operations over this review period.
